God’s Experimental Knowledge 


Chapter 01 God is Omniscient ( All knowing) 


Although God is (omniscient) knows everything because he ordained 
everything that should be : 


Isaiah 41:4 


Who has performed and done it, Calling the generations from the 
beginning? ‘I, the Lord, am the first; And with the last I am He.’ ” 


Isaiah 46:10-11 


Declaring the end from the beginning, And from ancient times things 
that are not yet done, Saying, ‘My counsel shall stand, And I will do 
all My pleasure,’ Calling a bird of prey from the east, The man who 
executes My counsel, from a far country. Indeed I have spoken it; I 
will also bring it to pass. I have purposed it; I will also do it. 


This is why we can trust and believe in the Bible as God’s word 
Because he ordained what he says in it and it will come to pass. 


There is a experience knowledge which God wants to know and he is 
learning. Which we will see in a bit . But first let’s look at the fact that 
he knows everything. When it comes to information God knows 
everything. 


Genesis 3:5 


For God knows that in the day you eat of it your eyes will be opened, 
and you will be like God, knowing good and evil.” 


Psalms 1:6 


For the Lord knows the way of the righteous, But the way of the 
ungodly shall perish. 


Psalms 37:18 


The Lord knows the days of the upright, And their inheritance shall be 
forever. 


Psalms 44:21 


Would not God search this out? For He knows the secrets of the heart. 


Psalms 94:11 


The Lord knows the thoughts of man, That they are futile. 


Psalms 103:14 


For He ( the Lord ) knows our frame; He remembers that we are dust. 


Psalms 138:6 


Though the Lord is on high, Yet He regards the lowly; But the proud 
He knows from afar. 


Daniel 2:20-22 


Daniel answered and said: “Blessed be the name of God forever and 
ever, For wisdom and might are His. And He changes the times and 
the seasons; He removes kings and raises up kings; He gives wisdom to 
the wise And knowledge to those who have understanding. He reveals 
deep and secret things; He knows what is in the darkness, And light 


dwells with Him. 


1 Corinthians 3:20 


and again, “The Lord knows the thoughts of the wise, that they are 
futile.” 


2 Timothy 2:19 


Nevertheless the solid foundation of God stands, having this seal: “The 
Lord knows those who are His,” and, “Let everyone who names the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity.” 


2 Peter 2:9 


then the Lord knows how to deliver the godly out of temptations and 
to reserve the unjust under punishment for the day of judgment, 


Chapter 02 Experience knowledge he learns 


The following can be explained in two ways by anthropometric 
language where God describes himself in human terms or where God 
actually learns but in a experimental knowledge not in a intellectual 
knowledge of knowing information because in that he knows 
everything but not in experimental knowledge which is gain by 
experiencing things. 


In the case of the tower Babel , God need to come down and see it for 
himself 


Genesis 11:5 


But the Lord came down to see the city and the tower which the sons 
of men had built. 


God knows the wickedness of Sodom and Gomorrah but he has to go 
and see it for himself in experimental knowledge. 


Genesis 18:20-21 
And the Lord said, “Because the outcry against Sodom and Gomorrah 
is great, and because their sin is very grave, I will go down now and 


see whether they have done altogether according to the outcry against 
it that has come to Me; and if not, I will know.” 


God knows Abraham and knows he would sacrifice his son for him but 
he has to see it for himself. 


Genesis 18:19 


For I have known him, in order that he may command his children 


and his household after him, that they keep the way of the Lord, to do 
righteousness and justice, that the Lord may bring to Abraham what 
He has spoken to him.” 


Genesis 22:12 


And He said, “Do not lay your hand on the lad, or do anything to him; 
for now I know that you fear God, since you have not withheld your 
son, your only son, from Me.” 


He knows man but yet tests men to see in a experimental way men’s 
actions , what they would do. 


Deuteronomy 13:1-3 


“Tf there arises among you a prophet or a dreamer of dreams, and he 
gives you a sign or a wonder, and the sign or the wonder comes to 
pass, of which he spoke to you, saying, ‘Let us go after other gods’— 
which you have not known—and let us serve them,’ you shall not 
listen to the words of that prophet or that dreamer of dreams, for the 
Lord your God is testing you to know whether you love the Lord your 
God with all your heart and with all your soul. 


God told Jeremiah that Israel actions of worshiping Baal and 
sacrificing their children to Baal did not come to his mind meaning he 
didn’t approve of what they have done. 


Jeremiah 19:5 


(they have also built the high places of Baal, to burn their sons with 
fire for burnt offerings to Baal, which I did not command or speak, nor 
did it come into My mind), 


Although God knows the inside of mans heart he stills searches to see 
what is inside in a experimental knowledge. 


Jeremiah 17:9-10 


“The heart is deceitful above all things, And desperately wicked; Who 
can know it? 


I, the Lord, search the heart, I test the mind, Even to give every man 
according to his ways, According to the fruit of his doings. 


Psalms 14:2 


The Lord looks down from heaven upon the children of men, To see if 
there are any who understand, who seek God. 


Psalms 53:2 


God looks down from heaven upon the children of men, To see if there 
are any who understand, who seek God. 


Chapter 03 Jesus Knew everything 


Jesus knew everything yet there was certain knowledge he needed to 
get to know as a man . Again experience knowledge. Here are verses 
where we are told he knew everything. 


John 2:24-25 


But Jesus did not commit Himself to them, because He knew all men, 
and had no need that anyone should testify of man, for He knew what 
was in man. 


John 16:29-30 


His disciples said to Him, “See, now You are speaking plainly, and 
using no figure of speech! Now we are sure that You know all things, 
and have no need that anyone should question You. By this we believe 
that You came forth from God.” 


John 21:17 


He said to him the third time, “Simon, son of Jonah, do you love Me?” 
Peter was grieved because He said to him the third time, “Do you love 
Me?” And he said to Him, “Lord, You know all things; You know that I 
love You.” Jesus said to him, “Feed My sheep. 


Chapter 04 Jesus learned 


As a human although he was also God he learned because he laid his 
godhood aside. 


Philippians 2:5-8 


Let this mind be in you which was also in Christ Jesus, who, being in 
the form of God, did not consider it robbery to be equal with God, but 
made Himself of no reputation, taking the form of a bondservant, and 
coming in the likeness of men. And being found in appearance as a 
man, He humbled Himself and became obedient to the point of death, 
even the death of the cross. 


Luke 2:40,52 


[40]And the Child grew and became strong in spirit, filled with 
wisdom; and the grace of God was upon Him. 


[52]And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favor with God 
and men. 


Hebrews 5:7-9 


who, in the days of His flesh, when He had offered up prayers and 
supplications, with vehement cries and tears to Him who was able to 
save Him from death, and was heard because of His godly fear, though 
He was a Son, yet He learned obedience by the things which He 
suffered. And having been perfected, He became the author of eternal 
salvation to all who obey Him, 


Chapter 05 Things The Son choose not to know. 


Certain people who Jesus will tell them I never knew you 


Matthew 7:21-23 


“Not everyone who says to Me, ‘Lord, Lord,’ shall enter the kingdom 
of heaven, but he who does the will of My Father in heaven. 


Many will say to Me in that day, ‘Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in Your name, cast out demons in Your name, and done many 
wonders in Your name?’ And then I will declare to them, ‘I never 
knew you; depart from Me, you who practice lawlessness!’ 


This knowing is clearly ment in a relationship sense of the word not in 
intellectual knowledge for he knows all people in a intellectual 
knowledge as we see below but not in a relationship experimental 
way. 


John 2:24-25 But Jesus did not commit Himself to them, because He 
knew all men, and had no need that anyone should testify of man, for 
He knew what was in man. 


Jesus in one occasion didn’t know who touched him 


Luke 8:45-46 


And Jesus said, “Who touched Me?” When all denied it, Peter and 
those with him said, “Master, the multitudes throng and press You, 
and You say, ‘Who touched Me?’ ” 


But Jesus said, “Somebody touched Me, for I perceived power going 
out from Me.” 


Jesus did not know day and hour of his return 


Matthew 24:36 


“But of that day and hour no one knows, not even the angels of 
heaven, but My Father only. 


Mark 13:32 


“But of that day and hour no one knows, not even the angels in 
heaven, nor the Son, but only the Father. 


Although he might of not known it in a declarative knowledge like 
Paul who said he choose not to know (declare anything) but the 
Gospel to the church of Corinthians. 


1 Corinthians 2:1-2 


And I, brethren, when I came to you, did not come with excellence of 
speech or of wisdom declaring to you the testimony of God. For I 
determined not to know anything among you except Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified. 


But he could probably not known it in his humanity. For he being God 
became man. 


John 1:14 


And the Word became flesh and dwelt among us, and we beheld His 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth. 


1 Timothy 3:16 


And without controversy great is the mystery of godliness: God was 
manifested in the flesh, Justified in the Spirit, Seen by angels, 
Preached among the Gentiles, Believed on in the world, Received up 
in glory. 


There are things also that the Father has put in his own authority 


Acts 1:6-7 


Therefore, when they had come together, they asked Him, saying, 
“Lord, will You at this time restore the kingdom to Israel?” 


And He said to them, “It is not for you to know times or seasons which 
the Father has put in His own authority. 


And the coming of the Son is in the Father authority 


Chapter 06 The knowledge of the Holy Spirit 


The Holy Spirit is all knowing as the Son and the Father 


Isaiah 11:2 


The Spirit of the Lord shall rest upon Him, The Spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, The Spirit of counsel and might, The Spirit of 
knowledge and of the fear of the Lord. 


John 14:26 
But the Helper, the Holy Spirit, whom the Father will send in My 


name, He will teach you all things, and bring to your remembrance all 
things that I said to you. 


1 Corinthians 2:10-12 


But God has revealed them to us through His Spirit. For the Spirit 
searches all things, yes, the deep things of God. For what man knows 


the things of a man except the spirit of the man which is in him? Even 
so no one knows the things of God except the Spirit of God. Now we 
have received, not the spirit of the world, but the Spirit who is from 
God, that we might know the things that have been freely given to us 
by God. 


There are also things God doesn’t want to know in a experimental 
way. 


Like having sex , using drugs or let’s just say falling into a temptation. 


James 1:13 


Let no one say when he is tempted, “I am tempted by God”; for God 
cannot be tempted by evil, nor does He Himself tempt anyone. 


In conclusion the knowledge of God is a very interesting topic to dive 
into and there are lots of mysteries in relating to it. As one digs deeper 
questions arises of what does God Knows ,doesn’t know , or doesn’t 
want to know.
